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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's amendment filed April 4, 2005. 
Claim 6 has been canceled and replaced by a new claim 6. Claims 1-6 are currently 
pending in this case. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

3. The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

4. The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," 'The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of its excessive length and 
generally unclear language. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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6. The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text.

When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

9. Misnumbered new claim 6 been renumbered claim 7. 
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10. The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, 
making reading difficult. Substitute claims with lines double spaced on good quality 
paper are required. See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 21 72.01 . Generally, none of the claims seems to include the 
necessary steps for carrying out the method of the SHIFT, but merely states the 
favorable results of SHIFT. 

13. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

14. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited in the previous 
action. Proper examination of the claims is virtually impossible in their current form. 
Appropriate correction is required.
